But the McKinley men were in the 
majority. Everywhere the bright hue 
of yr llow ribbon wuld be seen. It deco­ 
rated the lap<» l.s of countless (xmts and 
adorned the hat of many a patriot. Some 
wore nothing hut the dainty baby ribbon, 
hut others, d« » siroa.s of showing the’** 
sentiment in a manner more pronounced, 
wore hunches of silk and houqu« *ts

One man, with hands 
encascii in tan gloves, w as the envied 
of all beholders, and the individual so 
fortunate as to poss<» ss a yellow necktie 
or gohh'ii hair was at once surrounded 
by a host of admiring Repuldicaus. One 
old man. whose hair was long since 
tonch*» d l*y the hand of time, Iook* d al­ 
most ashamed of it. but succt'cded in

gold-lioaiid sp*ictachvs with a yellow 
haiulkerc» hief of brightest hue. 
Then tin» ladies. How they did show’ 
their allegiance to the cause of McKin- 
h» yism and honest money. There were 
handn» dH of them there, and the vast 
majority wore some mark of yellow. 
Here it was a bow ujjoa a hat, and 
tliere a hunch of ribbon on the hr« *ast.

The hands on the dis k in the tower at 
« Central building were isiinting to 11 :60 
when there was unusual confusion in 
the cmw’d, and alsive the noise ixnild Is* 
heard the rumlding of the train. 
Br^’an 
was mining. The man for whom th*» v 
had wait« » d was actually in the city, a» >d 
the crowd broke forth in a ch(*i‘r. The 
engine hacked slowly into the crowd, 
short, shrill notes of warning from the 
whistle keeping the people otT the track. 
As HiKin as the train passed the crowd 
closed in again, and as many as could 
catch hold moiinteil to the I'latfonn. 
(Conductor Duffy stopisxl the train some 
distance fmm the stand, and Mr. Bryan 
came to tlie door of the private car. 
He smiled as he ap|s» ared, hut bis 
smile could not disguise the look of 
W'eariness which st» cms to have liccome 
a part of tlic candidal*. 
He wore a 
brown crush hut, and a dark ovcn» oat 
coverr d a suit of ordinary blai» k clnth« *s. 
A plain tie of the same color w'.is plainly 
swii as he walkeil through the throng. 
He is a l« ig man and musi» ular, and his 
broad shoulders lookisl as tliough he 
would have little difficulty in forcing a 
passage through any crowd. 
Immeili. 
ately liehiiid himcumc Doctor Ikirt, and 
Mrs. Bryan and the ncwspais*r men 
brought up the rear. 
Mrs. Bryaii is a 
slender woman, with a pleasant face, 
and liKjkixl v« » ry well in a sensible skirt 
of dark blue, her sealskin jacket cover­ 
ing a blue silk waist. 8he carrieii a 
hunch of white chrysanthemums, and 
smilixl right and left as she walked to 
the stand. 
When some semblance of order had 
been securisl, DiKtor Ikirt came to the 
front of the platform, and said a few 
words about Mr. Bryan ls» ing the Will­ 
iam Pitt of Americuii isilitics, and in­ 
troduced him us the next pii« sident of 
the Uiiited States. He could not be heard 
10 feet away, and as Mr. Bryan nnmntix! 
a chair and tisik off his hat. the noise 
was even louder.
